the people have come into control of 70 
per cent of the national wealth. - 


Organized wealth is.the real ruler of 


America today. Witness the testimony 
of Woodrow Wilson as late as 1912: 


The trusts are our masters now. 


We have come to be one of the worst 
ruled, one of the most completely 
controlled and dominated govern- 
ments in the civilized world no- 
longer a government by conviction 
and the vote of the majority, but a 
government' by the opinion and 
duress of .small groups of dominant 
men. 


The government of the United 


States in recent years has not been 
administered by the common people 
of the United States. 


The government of the United 


States is at present a foster child of 
the special interests. It is not al- 
lowed to have a will of its own. 
Every phase 'of national life has come 


under the grip of entrenched monopoly. 
The natural resources—coal, oil, water 
power—have been appropriated for pri- 
vate profit rather than for the public 
welfare. The great highways of trans- 
portation have become mere pawns in the 
stock jobbing transactions of the-two per 
cent. Steel, lumber, meats, sugar, cloth- 
ing are controlled by prices fixed by the 
few.
